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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Declaration filed 4-27-1 1 has been considered 
but does not overcome the rejection. While it is noted that Applicant demonstrates that the addition of Bi to the braze alloy may have some 
improvements when utilized in the nitrogren brazing process, the claims are drawn to an article, not the method of making. Applicant has 
not demonstrated that the article of the prior art and the present inventions would differ when the recited brazing under a nitrogen 
atmosphere is employed. 

The Declaration also states that one of ordinary skill would not modify Ueda by adding Bi asserting the prior art references of JP 55-057374 
and JP 59-126747 teach Bi in the braze as having erosion effects which is contrary to the aim of the invention of Ueda. However, as 
demonstrated by JP 59-126747, Bi may be added without detriment to the erosion resistance by controlling the relationship between Mg 
and Si (abs). As such, although the presence of Bi may add additional considerations for potential erosion effects, as demonstrated by JP 
59-126747 Al-Si-Mg-Bi alloys may be utilized and do not exihibit detrimental erosion effects. 

As such, the arguments are not persuasive and rejections have been maintained. 
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
